MRS. CHARLES HITCHCOCK. 


MRS. HITCHCOCK, 
HUMANITARIAN, 
PIONEER, DIES 


Mrs. Charles Hitchcock, pioneer Chi- 
cagoan, in whose lifetime the city grew 
from a village to a metropolis, ‘will be 
buried tomorrow in Oakwoods ceme- 
tery after services at her residence, 
4741 Greenwood avenue, at 2 o'clock. 

Having no children of her own, Mrs. 
Hitchcock devoted her life to the inter- 
ests of others. She was one of the 
founders of the Chicago Woman's club, 
of the Kenwood Evangelical church, 
and was a charter member of the Fort- 
nightly club and of the Board of Fel- 
lowship house, the center of her philan- 
thropic activities. 

In honor of her husband, Charles 
Hitchcock, who died years ago, she 
erected in 1901 Hitchcock hall at the 
University of Chicago, Many were 
the students, unable to return home for 
the holidays, who remember the cheer 
dispensed by the donor at the elaborate 
breakfasts it was her custom to hold 
Christmas morning.
